Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963)  with  which  Is 
incorporated  that  of  the.  Chief  Public  Health  inspector.  ' 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  21,980  indicated  a small  Increase  of  6f  on  the 
previous  year,  the  Natural  Increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  being  92.  The  number  of 
births  was.  32L, .a  slight  decrease  on  the  total  for  the  previous  year,  thereby  maintaining  a 
low  birth  rate  trend  which  Is  singularly  at  varir.nce  with  the  progressively  rising  national 
rate.  Deaths  at  232  were  almost  identical  with  the  figure  for  I962.  7 of  these  deaths 

occurred  in  the  first  year  of  life,  of  which  k survived  less  than  a month,  and  three  of  these 
died  less  than  a weeR  after  birth. 

Tr.e  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  267,  a large 
Increase  on  the  previous  year,  due  almost  entirely  to  Measles.  For  the  eleventh  successive 
year  Darlaston  was  free  from  any  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  there  were  no  c-ases  of  Poliomyelitis 
reported..  Taking  everything  Into  account  I't  can  be  stated  that  the  health  of  the  general 
population  was  satisfactory  on  the  whole. 

rriTOughout  1963  a very  high  standard ’of  meat  Inspection  vyas  again  maintained  by  the 
constant  and  untiring  efforts  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  conclusion  I wish.  In  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
ComiJilttee  for  their  continuing  Interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  throughout  the  year, 
also  the  Chief  Officers  of  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  help,  to  pay  tribute 
to  Dr.Heagney  who  -was  with  the  Department  for  more  than  seven  years,  and  upon  whose  work  during 
1963  this  report  is  entirely  based.  He  will  be  particularly  remembered  for  the  vigorous  and 
successful  way  in  which  he  dealt  with  the  threat  of  Smallpox  infection  in  the  town  in  I962. 

Last  and  by  no  means  least,  thanks  are  accorded  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr  Jderedith,  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  at  all  times  and  their 
assistance  In  the  preparation  of  this  report.

I am  Indebted  to  Mr.  Green,  Manager  of  the  Darlaston  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for 
the  following  report: - 

The  level  of  employment  In  Darlaston  during  I963  had  some  fluctuations.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  there  was  short  time  working  In  the  bolt  and  nut  Industry,  and  the  severe 
•weather  had  also  resulted  In  many  workers  in  the  building  trade  bfelng  temporarily  suspended  from 
employment.  This  caused  a large  Increase  In  the  unemployed  register  and  a total  of  k20  workers 
were  registered  as  unemployed  In  January  I963.  These  conditions  continued  until  the  beginning 
of  March  when  Improved  weather  conditions  enabled  the  building  Industry  to  resume  normal  working. 
Ey  June  the  bolt  arid  nut  Industry  had  also  recovered  and  short  time  working  ceased. 

The  unemployed  register  fell  to  about  I50  and  It  remained  around  that  figure  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  The  percentage  of  unemployment  In  Darlaston,  however,  was  well  below  the 
National  figure  at  all  times  during  the  year,  and  In  view  of  the  prevailing  conditions  the 
employment  position  In  Darlaston  was  well  maintained. 

The  demand  for  labour  towards  the  end  of  I963  Increased  and  during  the  year  1+18  workers 
were  placed  In  employment. 

The  number  of  Insured  v/orkers  employed  In  the  area  was  19,569>  a decrease  of  997  on  the 
figure  for  1962. 

Industrial  relations  between  employers  and  employees  continued  to  be  good  with  no  serious 
Industrial  dlsjAites  taking  place.

DT.'HTHERIA: 

Ic  Is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  town  has  been  free  from  diphtheria 
for  11  years  in  succession,  but  this  is  no  reason  for  discontinuing  protective  immunisation  of 
Infants  against  this  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER: 

Thirteen  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  The  disease  was  mild  and  recovery 
uneventful. 

DYSENTERY: 

Nine  cases  were  reported  during  1963. 

MHOO.ING  COUGH:

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Water  Supply: 

The  main  -part  of  Darlaston's  water  supply  comes  from  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Oofflphny,  and  the  remainder  Is  supplied  by  the  Wolverhampton  'Water 
Undertaking.  Regular  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory 
In  quality  and  quantity. 

I am  Indebted  to  R.H, Taylor  Esq.,B.Sc.,M. I .C.E .,  Engineer  In  Chief,  South 
-Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  for  the  following  report: - 

The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  of  Darlaston  has  been  satisfactory  In 
bo-th  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  supply  Is  obtained  from  groups  of  pumping  stations  In  the  neighbourhood 
of  Cannock  and  Lichfield  and  from  surface  sources  outside  the  Urban  District. 

7.  Water  from  all  sources  Is  examined  regularly  both  chemically  and  bacterlologlcally 
and,  where  treatment  Is  practised,  both  before  and  after  treatment. 

During  I96I+,  107  of  the  108  samples  taken  from  two  of  the  pumping  stations,  from 
which  a large  proportion  of  the  water  normally  supplied  Is  obtained,  were  free 
from,  all  types  of  coll  form  bacteria. 

5.  Regular  monthly  samples  are  examined  from  the  Waterinarls  house  in  Slater  Street, 
Darlaston,  where  12  out  of  I3  samples  examined  were  free  from  coll  form 
bacteria.  These  samples  were  also  .examined  chemically  and  the  average  results

The  water  Is  aot  liable  to  plumbo-solvency,  the  I3  samples  from  the  Waterman's 
house  being  free  from  any  detectable  quantity  of  lead. 

Chlorination  Is  practised  at  most  of  the  pumping  stations,  largely  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  Emergency  chlorination  Is  performed  In  cases  of 
emergency  such  as  burst  mains  etc.,  special  staff  and  equipment  are  available 
for  this  purpose.  New  mains  etc.,  are  not  brought  Into  use  until  the  water 
has  been  examined  and  proved  satisfactory.

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SEWAGE  WORKS: 

I am  grateful  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  following  information: 

"The  capacity  of  the  Darlaston  Sewage  Work.s  is  for  a population  of  21,000 
producing  25  gallons  of  sewerage  per  head  per  day  which  is  a total  dry  weather  flow  of 
525,000  gallons  per  day.  ^ 

Up  to  3.li4  times  this  average  rate  of  flow  receives  the  full  settlement  and 
filter  treatment,  and  this  covers  peak  sewage  flows  and  light  rainfall.  A further 
0.66  times  this  average  rate  of  flow  can,  be  accepted  for  full  settlement  treatment  before 
the  operation  of  a weir  discharging  the  surplus  to  storm  tanks  which  have  a total  capacity 
of  160,200  gallons. 

The  general  position  did  not  patently  Improve  during  the  year,  although  negotiations 
proceeded  towards  the  diversion  of  flow  from  the  James  Bridge  area  to  the  Walsall  County 
Borough  Sewage  Works  (this  scheme  is  now  under  construction).  Liaison  with  Walsall 
County  Borough  enabled  the  tracing  of  trade  effluent  discharges  to  be  effected. 

Significant  progress  Is  being  made  In  this  regard. 


PUBLIC  BATHS: 

The  building  is  of  modern  design  and  construction,  by  virtue  of  which  It  compares 
favourably  with  any  in  the  Midlands. 

Full  provision  is  made  for  filtering,  heating,  and  sterilising  the  133,000  gallons 
of  water  contained  In  the  swimming  pool.  The  source  of  the  water  Is  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks,  and  there  Is  a four  hour  turnover  of  the  full  pool.  Sterilisation  is  by  break 
point  chlorination,  and  In  addition  to  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  carried  out  at 
the  County  and  iublic  Health  Laboratory,  Stafford,  there  are  frequent  checks  on  the 
chlorination  each  day. 

Slipper  and  shower  baths  are  available,  and  afford  a useful  service,  being  regularly 
used  by  people  whose  accommodation  lacks  these  facilities. 

Bacteriological  examination  shbwed  no  coliform  bacilli  per  100  ml. 

Chemical  analyses  were  equally  satisfactory. 

Water  sampling  is  carried  out  by  this  department  at  intervals  during  the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


FOR  ■ THE  YEAR  1963.. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladios  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  was  again  noteworthy  mainly  from  the  point  of 
view  of  staff  shortage  and  cHangeovers,  and  the  necessity  for  working  on  priorities  rather 
than  on  the  routine  work,  which  is  so  Important  from  a public  health  viewpoint.  All  urgent 
work  was  carried  out  without  regard  to  the  hours  worked,  and  I feel  that^ I must  express  my 
appreciation  at  the  manner  In’  which  thie  excessive  amount  of  regular  overtime  was  undertaken 
by  all  the  Inspectors,  despite  the  fact  that  this  was  thrust  upon  them  at  less  than  one 
months  notice. 

After  a great  deal  of  preliminary  survey  and  propaganda 
work  In  order  to  put  the  idea  across  to  the  residents  affected,  the  Council's  first  Smoke 
Control  Order,  covering  500  houses  In  the  Catherines  Cross  Ward  was  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’ for  approval’.  In  the  Industrial  field  there  was 
no  spectacular  Improvements  In  the  conditions  arising  from  the  few  reraa.Inlng  special  problems 
of  atmospheric  pollution.  


Slum  clearance  proceeded  rather  slowly,  as  did, 
rehousings,  but  nevertheless  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a substantial  number  of 
unfit  houses  In  the  pipeline.  Standards  of  overcrowding  In  houses  In  multiple  occupation 
were  approved,  and  some  Inspections  of  such  property  took  place. 

Among  -the  less  usual  work  was  the  task  of  taking 
precautionary  steps  to  disinfect  large  areas  of  land  which  had  been  flooded  with  polluted 
water. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  the  other  Chief  Officers,  and  to  the  staff  of  this  Department.  . I must 
also  mention  my  regret  at  the  resignation  of  Dr.Heagney,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healih,  with 
whom  I liad  v/orked  In  harmony  and  to  advantage  for  many  years.  I feel  sure  that  he  Is 
missed  In  every  f.ield  of  public  health  work  with  which  he  was  concerned,  both  from  a 
personal  and  professional  point  of  view.

The  general  condition- of- Council- houses  was  again  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  major 
efforts  of  the  housing  visitor  were  directed  at  the  sub-standard  family. 


The  lack,  of  permanent  Improvement  in  the  conditions  of  a few  of  these  families  is 
disheartening- at  t-imes-,  and  there  is  a temptation  to  resort  to' penal  action,  but  the  many  factors 
which  affect  these  families  must  be  borne  in  mind.  In  particular  it  has  been  shown  chat  the 
mental  capabilities  of- either  the- man  or  wife- can  acfas' an  almost  Insuperable  drag  on  Che 
potentialities  of  the  remainder  of  the  family. 

Old  people  have  again  received  regular  visits  and  there  Is  close  llason  with  the 
domestic  help  organiser,  the  welfare  officers,  heaith'vlsitors,  and  medical  practitioners.

The  mortuary  Is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Town-  Hall,  and  contains  a three 
body  chilled  cabinet,  and  facilities  for  post  mortem  exajnlnatlons. 

During  the  year  26  bodies  were  received  into  the  mortuary,  and  a post  mortem 
examination  was  carried' out  in  each  case.

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MEAT  AND  FOODS. 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  maintained  at  a level  considerably  In 
excess  of  the  town's  requirements,  and  the  existing  strain  on  the  staff  of  Inspectors  was 
further  Increased  by  the  Introduction  of  the  Neat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  which  came 
Into  effect  on  the  1st  October  1963. 

These  regulations  were  Introduced  to  ensure  that  lOCS  meat  Inspection  Is  carried 
out  to  a standard  set  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Foods.  Local 
Authorities  are  obliged  to  provide  the  ser\'lce  and  are  allowed  to  levy  a charge  on  the 
slaughterer  up  to  a pre  set  maximum.  Unfortunately  these  charges  do  not  cover  the 
costs  Involved,  .owing  to  the  times  and  system  of  slaughtering  operated  In  Darlaston. 
VJhllst  10CS5  meat  Inspection  Is  Imperltlve,  the  responsibility  has  been  to  some  extent 
unfairly  placed  on  local  authorities.  In  that  no  control  has  beer,  placed  on  days  or 
hours  of  slaughter.  In  order  to  Implement  the  regulations  It  is  now  necessary  on 
occasions  for  an  Inspector  to  be  at  the  slaughterhouse  from  7.3O  a.m.  to  as  late  as 
7.30  p.m.  Curing  the  first  three  months  each  Inspector  averaged  30  hours  overtime 
per  month  In  order  to  maintain  this  service.

Tills  food  mainly  comprises  the  larger  tins  of  cooked  meats,  and  Is  surrendered 
voluntarily  against  a certificate  of  unfitness. 


DISPOSAL  OF  UNFIT  FOOD. 

Tinned  goods  which  are  not  suitable  for  disposal  by  burning  are  transported  to  the 
Towti  Hall  yard  where  a workman  smashes  the  tins  to  render  the  contents  unusable.  The 
resultant  articles  are  then  conveyed'  to  the  Council's  controlled  tip  where  they  are 
deposited  at  the  base  of  the  working  face  and  the  days  refuse  deposited  on  top  and 
consolidated  to  ensure  there  Is  no  nuisance  from  fly  breeding  or  smells  and  no  opportunity  given 
for  rats  to  feed  on  this  food. 

Items  suitable  for  burning  are  destroyed  In  the  Council's  Incinerator.  The  bulk 
of  the  unfit  meat  from  the  slaughterhouse  Is  stained  with  special  green  dye  before  removal 
to  a licensed  processing  factory  In  an  adjoining  authority.  Every  precaution  Is  taken  to 
regulate  the  handling  of  unfit  food  to  ensure  that  It  Is  not  diverted  from  the  proper 
chatinels.
